ability and appearance, and the publisher or 
general agent then proceeds to “ sound hi® 
m an” —to discover, in fact, whether the 
candidate can be utilized or not. Seven men 
are failures out of every ten tried. The book 
agent ought to bo of good address, good 
education, scrupuloulsy neat and ex tremely 
polite. 
Such men can usually find more 
congenial work , and are only agents tem­ 
porarily. 
Thero are many of them, how­ 
ever, who remain In the field year after 
year, mak ing a good living and meeting 
with all manner of men and ex periences. 
The average agent mak es little moro than 
a living. 
One day he is liable to mak e 
enough to k eep him a month, and with bad 
weather or physical disability he is running 
the risk of mak ing nothing for a week . 
The 
busine- h resembles gambling more than any­ 
thing el:;e in its results. 
Ho is deserving of 
better treatm ent than is usually accorded 
him. A generation of John L. Hullivan book 
agento would do much to place tho profes­ 
sion on that piano where it rightly belongs, 
and it is a marvel that some venturesome 
canvasser does not attem pt k o my o í his forci­ 
ble methods.

OF THE FISHERIES QUESTION,

W ash I koto x C ity , 
Feb. 7.—Secretary 
Manning Sunday evening made public hi* 
reply to an inquiry by the ho use fo reign 
affairs co mmittee fo r an expressio n o f o pin­ 
io n o n the pending legislatio n co ntemplating 
retaliatio n upo n and no n-interco urse with 
Canada. 
Secretary Manning gays American 
fishing rights are defined by the treaties of 
J783 and 1818, and o ur fishermen have a 
right to fish o n a po rtio n o f the co asts o f the 
British co lo nies o f No rth America abso lute 
and perfect as is their right to fish o n the high 
seas; while o n o ther po rtio ns o f tho se co asts 
we have reno unced the liberty which wo en­ 
jo yed till 181s, to catch, dry , o r cure fish, 
it is assumed that the United States are co n­ 
tent with their existing rights o f fishing o n 
Canadian co asts if tho se treatise are fuith- 
fully kept. 
It is also assumed that the go v­ 
ernment will no t pro tect American fisher­ 
men fo und kno wingly fishing o n fo rbidden 
Canadian co asts, but will, if necessary , pun­ 
ish a vessel thus fishing. 
In respect to co mmercial privileges fo r o ur 
fishing vessels in Canadian po rts, the situa­ 
tio n is very different 
The treaty o f 1818 
secured to o ur fishermen admissio n to Cana­ 
dian b iy s o r harbo rs, fo r purpo ses o f shelter 
o r repairs, and fo r wo o d and water, but fo r 
no o ther purpo se whatever. 
This, the secre­ 
tary says, sho uld no t be called co mmer­ 
cial 
rights; 
they are 
rights o f 
hu­ 
manity and 
decency, 
to refuse 
which 
is an act o f barbarism fit o nly fo r savages. 
Our co mplaint is no t that the restrictio ns en­ 
fo rced by Canadian statutes and o fficials is a 
restrictio n o f o ur co mmercial privileges, but 
a vio latio n o f o ur fishing rights, secured by 
treaty . 
After a minute review o f o ur co m­ 
mercial privileges, ho co ncludes that it is no t 
in regard to any o f these that the issue 
arises. 
The so cretary believes, that Great 
Britain may , if believing it to her interest, 
withdraw fro m the agreement o f 18110, 
which was an internatio nal bargain and co n­ 
tract so lemnized and attested. 
The ro y al 
assent given by the queen o n No v. 20, 1880, 
to the Canadian act entitled “an act to fur­ 
ther amend the act respecting fisheries by 
fo reign vessels,” co ntemplates the seizure and 
fo rfeiture o f American vessels under cir­ 
cumstances which we claim to be in vio latio n 
o f the treaty o f 1818, and this act is a repeal 
and annulment, by England o f the arrange­ 
ment o f 1830, and to that repeal we are en­ 
titled to respo nd by a similar repeal o f o ur 
o wn law, and by a refusal hereafter, and 
while debate o r nego tiatio n go es o n, to co nfer 
ho spitality o r any privileges whatever in o ur 
po rts, o n Canadian vessels o r bo ats o f any 
so rt. 
A vio latio n o f co mity may bo lo o k 
upo n as an unfriendly act, but no t a cause 
fo r a just war. England may judge o f the 
nature and extent o f the co mity and co ur­ 
tesy she will sho w to us.ftiThis case wo do 
no t retaliate, but simply respo nd, suspending 
co mity and ho spitality . The secretary adds 
that the o nly questio n is as to the character 
o f the respo nse which wo uld be best in 
keeping with the interests and dignity o f the 
United States. 
He suggests several defects 
in the bill which recently passed the senate, 
and adds that it is much to be regretted that 
mediaeval tariff laws, like that cruel leg­ 
acy o f war which still encumbers the stat­ 
ute bo o ks o f tho United States, o r a- mediae­ 
val no n-interco urse po licy, like that o f the 
Do minio n o f Canada, appro ved by the queen 
in co uncil o n the thresho ld o f her majesty ’s 
jubilee y ear, sho uld be the divided disgrace 
o f ©ur co mmo n civilizatio n. 
He expresses 
his belief that the ultimate destiny o f the 
United States and British No rth America is 
to unite in o ne indisso luble unio n o f inie- 
structible states, and that all laws that ws 
enact sho uld co nfo rm to and further this 
co nsummatio n, and co ncludes as fo llo ws: 
Subject to this po licy, therefo re, even 
when repelling aggressio n; avo wing this 
co mmo n duty and ultimate destiny , even 
when respo nding to an o ffensive no n-inter- 
co urse po licy by o ffended no n-interco urse 
acts which at any mo ment we are mo re anx ­ 
io us to withdraw fro m than no w willing to 
enter upo n; 
I submit to y o ur co mmittee 
with the greatest deference, the 
fo llo wing 
bill.

The bill which the secretary submits if 
preceded by a preamble, setting fo rth that 
the rights o f o ur fishermen hav e been per­ 
sistently v io lated, that no redress has been 
granted, and that by recent legislatio n Can­ 
adian no n-interco urse with American fishing 
vessels fo r general purpo ses o f trade has been 
established. 
The bill pro v ides that upo n 
pro o f that the rights, priv ileges, o r liberties 
o f American v essels in 
Canadian po rts, 
waters o r co asts, hav e been denied o r re­ 
stricted, the president shall, by pro clama­ 
tio n, clo so ths po rts o f 
the United States to 
Canadian v essels and British v essels fro m 
Canadian po rts, and 
ex clude merchandise, 
lo co mo tives, trains,etc., fro m Canada, and en­ 
fo rce bisjpro clamatio n by seizures, fo rfeitures 
and penalties, and qualify , limit, rescind o r 
renew any part o f his pro clamatio n a t his 
discretio n, and appo int a co mmissio n to 
ascertain the lo sses and injuries inflicted 
upo n American vessels and citizens engaged 
in the fisheries by British o r Canadian

It is also understo o d that recent co rre­ 
spo ndence with the British

called fo r by a reso lutio n o f Mr. Belmo nt, 
ante-dating this co rrespo ndence, is abo ut 
ready to l» e presented. 
The purpo rt o f it, it 
is said, will be mo st interesting and ira- 
l>o rtant. 
Pro fesso r Baird, o f the United States fish 
co mmissio n, has fo r so me mo nths been co l­ 
lecting, data bearing o n the fishery questio n. 
Mr. Earil, o f the co mmissio n, who has had 
charge o f tho co rrespo ndence, and w ho has 
made a per-o nal investigatio n o f the subject, 
no o ks the United States do esn’t need Cana­ 
dian bait o r Canadian fishing gro unds, and 
that no n-interco urse wo uld wo rk well fo r 
this co untry and badly fo r Canadians.

Of nil social failings discourtesy is tie* 
most fatal and most common. 
Husbands 
speak roughly t<> their 
wives, and wives 
“ nag" their husbands; brothers are rude; 
sisters are tyrannical; all op|x*ti\ contradict 
annoy one another, and no one think s it in­ 
cumbent upon him or on her to 
k eep that 
cheek on the temper and that padlock on 
the lips which would lw> a matter 
o ( obliga­ 
tion if a stranger were present. 
Though 
there would Ik* infinite distress-—mourning 
and lamentation unspeak able—-should 
o ne of 
the cro ss grained brood die, there is 
a gen­ 
eral atmosphere of storm, threatened or 
brok en loose, which mak es living in such a 
home damaging to the character and dis­ 
tressful to the sensibilities. 
Young wives and husbands cannot be too 
strongly reminded of the probable shipwreck 
they will mak e of their happiness if they 
yield to tlmt ill temper which expresses itself 
in discourtesy, want of compliance, unneces­ 
sary opposition, and above all that most dis­ 
astrous amusement of “ nagging” and ereat 
ing a row*. 
Hundreds of households have

A lring lto o m s. 
It is ft great mistak e that the whole house, 
particularly sleeping rooms and the dining 
rooms, receives little ventilating and purify­ 
ing the air, w*hen it can be dono with so lit­ 
tle trouble and no expense. 
A pitcher of 
cold water placed on a table or bureau will 
absorb all tho gases with which the room is 
filled from tho tho respiration of those eating 
or sleeping in the apartment. Very few real­ 
ize how important such purification is for the 
health of the family, or, indeed, understand 
or realize that there can be any impurity in 
tho rooms, yet in a few hours a pitcher or pail 
of cold water—the colder the more effective 
—will mak e the air of the room pure, but 
the water will bo entirely unfit for use. 
In l>edrooms a pail or pitcher of water 
should be always k ept, and changed often if 
any one stays in the room during the day, 
certainly bo put in fresh when the in­ 
mates retire. 
Such water should never be 
drunk , but either a covored pitcher or glass 
bottle with a stopper should bo used for 
drink ing water, and always be k ept closely 
covered. 
Impure water causes more sick ­ 
ness than even impure air, and for that rea­ 
son, before using w’ater from a pump or 
reservoir for drink ing or cook ing, one should 
pump or draw out enough to clear the pipes 
before using it, particularly in tho morning, 
after the water has been standing in the 
pipes all night.—Philadelphia Call. 


H o w L ittle Children Suffer. 
Nobody k nows how much little children 
sometimes suffer at the hands of the unprin­ 
cipled persons to whom they are too often 
Ignorantly intrusted. 
More than one fatal 
uttack of brain diseaso has been directly
